The Japan- 
ese working at the canneries are arm- 
ed, It is stated that if the Chinese 
leave the salmon canning industry, it 
is doomed. 

Attacked by Chinese. 


Vancouver, Sept, 12-—James Mac- 
Kenzie, who arrived from the north 
this morning was set upon this eve- 
ning in Canton alley by thirty China- 
men and kicked and stabbed to such 
an extent that he may die. He had 
gone down to Chinatown to examine 
the damages done in the riots Satur- 
day night, and thoughtlessly kicked 
off the sidewalk a stick of wood, which 
Chinamen were cutting, He was im 
mediately set upon by the Chinese, 
f The police rescued him, but no arrests 
were made as the Chinamen fled.

Opening the door they entered 
and there discovered the evidence of a 
tragedy. A cap lying at one end of the 
rude bed attracted attention and on ex- 
amination it was found to cover the 
bare skull of a human being. The bed 
clothing whieh was in a state of decay 
on being thrown back revealed the full 
skeleton of a mn. 

Died of Cold and Hunger. 

Here and there on the skeleton hung 
shreds of the decayed flesh, but save 
these it was perfectly bare. The skele- 
fon was resting on two blankets and coy- 
ered by six others. A pair of trousers 
in an advanced state of “decay and the 
cap gave mute evidence that Jule, pro- 
babiy sick, possibly injured, had crawled 
into bed and unable to attend to the 
fire or get himself food had died of cold 
and punger. Jule after locating his 
camp in the fall of 1905 returned to 
Jackfish early in January 1906, procured 
t s and provisions and returned to his 
camp.

THIS BURIAL WAS UNIQUE. 


Widow Brought Astyis Home in Satch- 
el—Urn Drooned in Posthole. 


Louisville, Ky,, Sept, 12—The jnein- 
erated remains of Harry C. Bellis,who 
died in San Franciseo, Cal., May 
were given final interment in Jeffer- 
sonville the other afternoon, and the 
burial was the first of ite kind in that 
city. The urn containing the ashes 
was the first seen in Jeffersonville, 
and it attracted considerable atten. 
tion. The receptacle is of copper, and 
about the size of a three-quart buck- 
et, but has no bail. The lid i& tight- 
fitting, and after the urn was fiilled 
and closed a ribvon was run over the 
top and extended far enough down on 
the sides to be sealed with a wax 
impression, Attached to the urn was 
a neatly printed death certificate on 


a ecard. From San Frantiveo to Jef- 
fersonville the urm was carried in a 
travelling satchel by the widow. Th 


depositing the urn a hole just large 
enough to admit it was made with a 
posthole digger for the depth of six 
feet.

A BIG RUN OF 
LOGS AT OTTAWA 


Drive this Year is in Excess of any 
Previous Year—-8,000.000 
Pieces the Amount. 


Ottawa, Sept. 11.—According to a 
rough estimate made by the Upper 
Ottawa Improvement Company, we 
present drive of logs in the Ottawa 
river is in exe®ss of that of other 
years. Owing to the large quantity 
of pulp wood that has been sent 
down the river during recent years, it 


is difficult to estimate exactly the 
quantity of lumber handled. — Eight 
tnillion pieces, including what was 


left over from last year, is given as 


the amount of this year’s drive. Pro- 
bably two million more pieces _ re- 
main in the branch streams. The 


excess over last year is partly due 
to a larger cut in the forest and part- 
ly to the exceptionally heavy portion 
of last year’s drive that remained in 
the river on account of low water, 

The drive in Lake Temiskaming is 
finished, and on the whole the move- 
ment of logs is about as far adanced 
as was the case in other years. Two 
new steamers used for towing between 
Des Joachims and Allumette rapids 
help greatly with that portion of the 
drive. There is an increased de- 
mand for logs at Pembroke. owing to 
the more extensive operations of the 
Colonial Lumber Company, and the 
opening of the new mill at Pem- 
broke by Barr & Morris. 

In discussing the reason why there 
should be any shortage of logs, G. B. 
Greene, managing director of the im- 
provement company, says the manu- 
facturers had to depend on the way 
the drive came out. The lumbermen 
have at least two years’ supply of 
logs ahead, which makes a big store 
of them in the river. Sometimes one 
man’s logs come out all together, and 
block the way for those of someone 
else. The manufacturer who has a 
amal quantity of logs is likely to fare 
the worst, because his supply will get 
mixed*in with the other and, natur- 
ally, cannot be delivered promptly. 

The water in the Ottawa river is 
now a few inches higher than it was 
a year ago, despite the dearth ef 
rain. This affords an advantage both 
for the driving of logs and = eutting 
operations where power is supplied by 
waterfalls.

“The present rate of discount of 
4’; per cent. of the Bank of England, 
which is really equivalent to 9 per 
cent, in this country, is an index of 
the stringency of the situation across 
the sea,” said Mr. Sharples, 

‘Money is as tight in the east as 
it is here,’’ said he, “but when the 
western crop loosens up, money will 
loosen up too.” ' 

When questioned by the Bulletin 
with respect to the latest aspirant to 
banking circles in Canada, namely, 
the National Bank of Canada, which 
is being talked of in Winnipeg, Mr. 
Sharples said that he wouldn't like to 
say anything, but gave it as his 
opinion that no bank could choose 
that name and that the present bank- 
ing iacilities were commensurate with 
thes needs of the country, 

Speaking of the Quebec bridge, Mr, 
Sharples said that the bridge would 
be rebuilt on the present plans as 
oon as the commission of engineers 
appointed by the government’ had 
nade their report, 

Nothing will be done this year to- 
wards enlarging the premises of the 
Union bank in Edmonton but the di- 
rectors are considering plans for a 
modern banking building in the near 
future.

This digression from a reproduction 
of the Record’s account of her Club's 
success is pardonable because it gives 
credit to another of the twentieth-cent- 
ury wothan, Who has lost none of her 
womanliness whilst actively at work for 
those lying outside the sphere of her own 
home in West London. 

A writer in the Naval and Military 
Reoord cays the Union Jack club has al- 
ready given striking proof of its vsefnl- 
ness, and people now wonder how naval 
and arnhiy men ever managed to do with 
out it. The secretary informs me that 
every week-end the Union Jack Club be- 
comes filled up, and men have to be 
turned away because all the beds are 
taken, Last week the rush was particu- 
larly heavy because of Bank holiday, and 
the applicants for admission were lined 
up in a long queue outside the building 
waiting to book their beds, and every 
room was taken before 11 o'clock in the 
morning. 

Asked as to the proportion of men 

from the two services, the secretary said 
that at first there were more sailors 
than soldiers, but since the mobilization 
of the fleet. the number of sailors has 
dropped off. and the two services may 
be said roughly to be equally represented 
among the visitors, The great rush, of 
course, occurs at the week-ends, and if 
this congestion exists in July and Aug- 
ust, when most of the men are on active 
service, it is evident that the club may 
reckon upon being permanently “full 
up” when the men begin to get their hol- 
iddays. At present 200 beds are in use, but 
land has already been secured for a 
great extension of the premises, which 
may become necessary earlier than was 
supposed, 
As was anticipated the Union Jack 
Club has become an Imperial centre 
Men come in from all parts of the Km- 
pire. One of the recent arrivals is from 
Bermuda, while the number of ships 
which are represented each week afford 
a striking indication of the size of the 
navy, Sometimes “bands” put up at the 
club, a man booking thirty-one beds 
traight off the other day for his com 
pany of musicians, Then the club is in- 
valuable to men who are leaving the 
service and wish to spend a week or two 
until they can get civil employment. 

Many touching evidences are given of 
the gratitude of sailors and soldiers for 
the bencfits of this admirable institution 
Not only do they write most appreciative 
letters, but they send on small donations 
which mean a gteat deal to them, and 
ire always heartily welcomed. A great 
many gifts reach the club also from 
ships and regiments, evidently as a re 
sult of spontaneous collections from the 


various messes. This shows ‘how. the 
club is regarded in the services.

“We must stop the Japanese in- 
vasion,” declares the westerner,. 
“Sure as fate,” he continued, “if 


this thing goes on, the western part 
of Canada will be lost to Canada. The 
problem extends east of the Rockies. 
It is not a matter of dollars or cents 
—a matter of Canada for us, or for 
them. 

“At one time only the laboring 
classes in the west looked askance 
at the influx of Japanese, but it ts 
no longer a question of working 
classes, It is away out and beyond 
that a question of nationality. Very 
soon we will have not only Asiatie la- 
borers, but Asiatic employers as well, 
for they are fast coming in to-day. 
Even that is not the worst feature, 
If the flood keeps on we will have 
nothing but Asiatics in that part of 
the country, and that portion of Can- 


ada; nor will it be dubbed 
by a name other than = Can- 
ada; nor will it be a namer of Anglo- 


Saxon or British derivation, The Jap- 
anese are growing too fast for their 
own country. They are overflowing 
it. They must get some other place 
to go, and they are coming here. They 
are aggressive, and since they licked 
the Russians they carry their heads 
high.”’ 
Consul Nossi is Scored 

Mr. Macpherson went on to say 
things about Consul-General  Nossi. 
“The idea,” he exclaimed, “of a man 
like that being allowed to talk as he 
has, being allowed to say that certain 
Canadiam legislation would be regard 
ed by Japan as an unfriendly act, It 
amounts to dictating as to how Can- 
ada shall legislate. In an interview 
he says that Japan is living up to her 
agreement with Canada, 
wiliully mis-stating the facts, or he is 
ignorant of them. He says that less 
than 2,500 Japanese have come into 
Canada since Junuary. According to 
the agreement there should have been 
less than 300. But there were 2,500 
came in via Vancouver alone, and as 
many more by way of Victoria. The 
matter ig not only one of getting rid 
of surplus population,” 

Jap Government Behind It? 

“Do you mean that the Japanese 
government is behind the invasien?’”’ 
asked the reporter. 

“That,” was the answer, “‘is an in- 
ference perfectly fair from the atti- 
tude of Japanese officials in our own 
‘ountry. They are looking for new 
fields to conquer, whether along only 
industrial lines it is not for me _ to 
judge. The invasion may be perfectly 
peaceable, but—we see 1,200 Japanese 
*n one boat, and it is a boat chartered 
i.r the very purpose of brinzing them 
here, and every passenger s an able- 
bodied man, At the present rate oi 
coming there will soon be more Jap- 
anese men in the west than there are 
men o tour own race.” 

“What remedy do you suggest te 
Sir Wilfrid?” 

“T wish to go along the lines of 
‘east resistance,”’ explained Mr. Mac- 
oherson, with the easy modesty of a 
dghter. ‘The way to stop the inva- 
sion is simple, if the Japanese regards 
nis given word,” 

Stick to the Agreement. 

“And that way is—?” 

“According to that given word, the 
Japanese coming into this country are 
limited to one per month from each 
»ree'net, and there are only about for- 
ty precincts, Let us simply carry out 
n entirety that agreement with the 
Japanese, and let us refuse admission 
to Japanese from “ther countries. Of 
course, I would have the Japanese 
hat do come protected, They are 
»rotected. But there is a very deep- 
seated feeling among those who are 
thinking about this problem. 

“There are the Hindoos, the Chin- 
se and the Japs, but the Jap is the 
man we like least, not because he is a 
Jap, but because he is aggressive. 
Where he has planted himseli he has 
never given up. What has he done in 
Korea? He promised the nations he 
would free it, exactly as the United 
States promised to free Cuba. They 
kept their words but the Jap hag not 
kept his one minute, Nor 
Jap count his life worth that’—and 
the sturdy westerner snapped his fin- 
gers suggestively, 

Japanese Are Not Assimilable. 

“We want to have a people we can 
make a nation with, that we can as- 
similate,” The westerner’s words were 
incisive and deliberate as he contin- 
ued.

The Hague, Sept. 12—The fifth plen- 


Cyrus 8. Eaton, business manager 
of the western plants of the Interna- 
tional Heating and Lighting Co., of 
Cleveland, will be in the city within 
a few days, to complete the prelimin- 
ary work connected with the establish- 
ment in Edmonton and Strathcona of 
a million dollar plant for the manu- 
facture of artificial gas from corn cobs 
and _straw,. franchises for which the 
company has been granted in both Ed- 
monton and’ Strathcona. Mr. Eaton's 
first business in the city will be the 

urchase of a site for the plant. 

hether this will be in Edmonton ot 
Strathcona is not known, It is gener. 
ally understood that the one plant 
will be made to serve the two cities, 
By the terms of the Edmonton franch- 
ise work on the plant must be started 
by December, and completed within 
two year's, 

The operation of the corn cob gas 
plant in Beatrice, Nebraska, has prov 
en eminently successful, and it ig de- 
clared that the discovery of the pro- 
cess of making gas from corn cobs 
and straw by J. R. Coutts, a clever 
young engineer, a graduate of McMas- 
ter university, Toronto, has solved the 
fuel problem for the Canadian and 
American west, which is without gas 
coal, but has millions and millions 
of tons of straw, corn cobs, ete., now 
considered waste matter on the farms 

Coutts worked three years on h+ 
idea and last month there was opened 
in Beatrice, Neb., the first results of 
his work—a gas plant which used not 
the high priced coal and oil, but sim- 
ply the waste matter of the farm, The 
new gas plant is not an experiment 
on a small scale, but instead, is a 
full-fledged gas manufactory, and ite 
product is lighting the streets of the 
city in addition to furnishing gas for 
heating and lighting hundreds - of 
homes. 

Plant Looks Like Feed Store. 


Instead of paying out hundreds of 
dollars every day to coal mines and 
railroads for material from which to 
make the gas which it gell*, the Beat 
rice plant buys up straw, cobs, corn 
stalks and matter of that kind, throws 
them into the retorts, and the result 
is a splendid gas with ten per cent 
more heating powe. than the best 
coal gas known. And ton for ton th: 
straw and cobs make sixty per cent 
more gas than does the best gas coal 

The Beatrice plant looks more like ¢ 
gizantic feed store than a gas plant

On every side, instead of cars of coal 
and tanks of oil, are bales of 
hay and cornstalks and cribs of corn- 
cobs, There is the old familiar odo: 
of gas in the atmosphere and all the 
appurtenances usually seen around a 
gas plant. But there is another little 
room which isnot found where’ coal 
gas is made—ahd in that little room 
are the secrets of the business. Hero 
are the formulas and the processes: 
which represent the three years’ work 
done by Mr. Coutts, arid of which the 
completed plant is the result, 

Beatrice is a city of twelve thousand 
people. .The new gas company open 
ed for business without a single cus- 
tomer, June 15, 1907. As a competi 
tor there was an old established ga: 
company furnishing gas to three hun. 
dred metres, After one month of oper- 
ation the new company is lighting the 
city. has three hundred metres al- 
ready installed, has fifty men install- 
ing other metres just as fast as pos- 
sible, and has three hundred applica- 
tions on hand, . 

As to the character of the new gas, 
the experience of some of the local 
papers is a sample, Formerly it was 
necessary to keep the fires under the 
metal pots lighted for four hours be 
fore use, in order that the type metal 
might be liquid when needed. The 
new gas burns just ninety minutes 
before the metal is ready for use, To 
be exact, the coal gas produced 600 
British thermal units, while the vege- 
table gas produced 660 units of heat in 
the same time, 

Ton Produces 10,000 Cubic Feet. 

One ton of the best gas producing 
coal laid down in Beatrice costs $6, 
and will produce 10,000 cubic feet of 
gas. But one ton of common old corn 
cobs or straw treated in the new plant 
produces 16,000 cubic feet of a better 
grade of gas than does the coal. And 
after the gas is extracted there re- 
mains 600 pounds of the best coke ob- 
tainable, In the case of straw almost 
pure cabon remains. And this coke 
burned beneath the retorts, thus 
producing the heat necessary to make 
more gas and more coke. 

The Beatrice plant cost $80,000, in- 
cluding eighteen miles of gas mains 
This is just about the cost of an or- 
dinary gas plant of the same capacity, 
But the ordinary gas plant can be 
made into a corn cob plant by expend- 
ing about $2,000, The burners and 
other fixtures are the same for both 


gases.

NOT INTERESTED 
IN TELEGRAPHERS 


Roosevelt More Enthusiastic About 
WMOrganizations for Promotion of 
Industrial Peacc 


Oyster Bay, N.Y., Sept, 12—Labor 
Commissioner Neill is no loonger con- 
cerning himself with the telegraphers’ 
strike, and his original effort to bring 
about peace between the telegraph 
companies and their former employees 
represented all the part taken by the 
administration in the controversy. 

Reports to the contrary were denied 
by the commissioner upon his leaving 
Sagamore Hill, where he had lunch- 
eon with the preisident today, Secy 
Strauss made a verbal report on hir 
western trip to President Roosevelt 
and. Commissioner Neill took up with 
the president certain difficulties which 
have arisen in the attempted enforce 
ment of the eight hour law. The tele. 
graph strike was not considered, — 

Commissioner Neill said that since 
his preliminary efforts to settle the 
telegraphers’ strike he had taken no 
part in the controversy, and that these 
efforts which had failed represented 
all that had been done by the admin- 
istration in the matter, The strike, he 
said, was not considered today, and he 
contemplated no further activity in 
the matter. President Roosevelt, he 
added, never asked for a report on 
the question from him and unless 
such a request should be made he 
should not give in detail the failure 
of his initial and only efforts to bring 
about a cessation of the strike. 

Secretary Strauss said the president 
was enthusiastic about perfecting the 
national organizaton for the promo- 
tion of industrial peace, the founda- 
tion for which was assured by the 
$37,000 bestowed on the president as 
the recipient of the Nobel Peace prize. 
The secretary stated that Labor Com- 
missioner Neill was to be made active 
secretary of the organization which 
congress had chartered, and that a 
popular subscription of » $1,000,000 
would be raised. Mr. Strauss said 
while Oriental immigration was one 
of the country’s problems, he saw no 
apprehensioon of a serious character 
in solution, and did not regard the 
visit of the Atlantic fleet to the Pa- 
cifie as ‘any part of its solution.

ALLIES PLAN TO 
CRUSH MOROCCO 


Army of 50,000 May be Sent by 
France and Spain to Invade 
the Country. 


Paris, Sept. 12.—The Madrid corres- 
pondent of the Echo de Paris says *t 
is reported in military circles  tnat 
France has proposed to Spain to 
send a Franco-Spanish army of 50,000 
men to occupy the Moroccan ports 
and to go as tar as Fez, if necessary. 
The correspondent says it is stated 
that Premier Maura and Genera! 
Martitegui, chief of the headquarters 
staff, are opposed to this plan, out 
that the minister of war, Genera 
Primo Rivera, supports it. 

The heralded Moorish peace delega- 
tions failed to materialize at Tangier 
yesterday, according to official re- 
ports received here to-night from 
General Drude and Admiral Philbert. 
But the French authorities in Morocco 
decided to prolong the armistice un- 
til this evening in order to give » 
warring tribes every Opportunity to 
negotiate for a cessation of hostilities. 


Plans to Renew Fighting. 


If the delegations do not appear to- 
night, the reports add, military opera- 
tions will be resumed energetically 
tomorrow. General Drude says he 
has profited by the suspension ci 
fighting by determining the exact 
positions of the enemy, Admiral] 
Philbert cables that all the ports are 
orderly. ;

INDIA SITUATION 
IS EXAGGERATED 


Says Sir Walter Lawrence Promin- 
ent Englishman in Interview 
in Winnipeg. 


Winnipeg, Sept. 12. 
visitor, in the person of Sir Walter Law- 
rence, for many years a prominent of- 
ficial of the government of British Lndia 
arrived in the city last night from the 
west. For a number of years he has oc- 


cupied many foreign appointments in 
connection with the home government. 
having been stationed chiefly in the 


southern Asiatic colonies. For fifteen 
years he was stationed in India, and 
during that period filled important ap- 
pointments, He was at one time private 
secretary to Lord Curzon, the viceroy of 
India, He was also an assistant com- 
missioner in Afghanistan under secre- 
tary to the Punjab, and later an officer 
in the Kashmir, 

Sir Walter is taking a brief holiday 
in Canada, aad is visiting the import- 
ant citié of the Dominion. He landed 
at Montreal about the middle of Aug- 
ust, and proceded directly to the west, 
having journeyed as far as the Pacific 
coast. He will remain in the city for 
a few days, and then will leave for 
Toronto, Ottawa, Montreal, Boston and 
New York, at each of which points vis- 
its will be patd. 

Blames Education For Unrest. 

Provioiis to coming out from Eng- 
land he was engaged on a commission 
which was conducting an investigation 
of Vinglish railways. Having spent a 
number of years in the colony, Sir 
Walter has taken a deep interest in 
the issles which have arisen. “The 
present state of unrest,” he affirmed, 
“while of some consequence is scarcely 
great as is thought. In fact in 
many quarters it is very much exaggera- 
ted. No indications of its ill-effects are 
to be found in the business interests of 
the country and here is to be seen a 
pretty reliable reflex of how great issues 
are affecting a country, One of the 
causes of the unrest has been due to the 
system of education given to the” na- 
tives. Not one in a hundred pos- 
sesses an education and those that do 
are always anxious to creep into the 
government service. Education such as 
has been furnished has been almost en- 
tirely along purely literary jines and 
has proven impractical, If a system had 
been adopted along business and econo- 
mic lines, the results would certainly 
have been better.’’ 

“As it is, however, the country is pro- 
gressing rapidly, ‘lhe resources are de- 
veloping rapidly, although there is a tre- 
mendous population to support, The 
wheat production is gradually increas- 
ing, while a rapid influx of capital is 
helping to develop the mineral resources 
of the country to a great degree, 

Fierce Fighting. 

Tangiers, Sept. 12.—Late advices 
from Casablanca declare that the 
fiercest fighting preceded the capture 
and burning of the Taddert camp. 
The Moors made frequent valient at 
tempts to capture the French artil- 
lery, charging repeatedly in the face 
of a terrible fire that mowed them 
down in scores. The superiority ot 
the French arms told in the Moors 
ultimate defeat.

The whole Am- 
erican delegate was present. 

After the minutes of the last sittings 
had been approved the following rules 
regarding the opening of hostilities 
were adopted, a few countries making 
reserves :— 

“The contracting powers agree that 
hostilities must not begin without 
previous unequivocal notice having 
been given, either in the form of a 
declaration of war setting forth its 
motives, or in the form of an ultima- 
tum with a conditional declaration of 
war, 

Notify all Powers. 

“A state of war must be notified 
without delay to the neutfal powers, 
the effect for the latter beginning af. 
ter they receive notice, which can be 
given even by wire. In any case the 
neutral powers cannot protest against 
the lack of this notice if established 
that they undoubetedly knew that a 
state of war existed,” 

The sitting also approved,with some 
reserves, the agreements concerning 
the rights and duties of neutral states 
in time of war. The land rules in- 
elude the following 

“The territory of neutral states is 
inviolable. 

“Belligerents cannot establish wire- 
less telegraphic stations in neutral 
territory, or any other means of com- 
munication with belligerent forces on 
land or sea, 

“Volunteers cannot be enlisted or a 
body of combatants formed in neu- 
tral territory,”

SASKATCHEWAN 
FARMERS HOPEFUL 


Monetary Returns in That Province 
Good as Last Year, says 
Mr. McCraney, M.P. 


G. E. MeCraney, M.P., of Rosthern, 


Sask., who has been spending the past 
two days in the city, leaves tonight 
on return over the C. N. R, Mr: Me 


Craney has been making a tour of the 
western part of his constituency and 
while at Battleford took a run up to 
the Capital accompanied by Mrs. Me 
Craney. 

To the Bulletin this morning he 
said that this was his first trip to Ed- 
monton and that this city was a re- 
velation to him, 

“You have some magnificent build- 
ings for a new city,’’ he said, ‘The 
fact that the banks are erecting such 
fine structures is an excellent proof 
of the stability of the business inter- 
ests It must be most gratifying to 
the citizens to know that their city 
has the confidence of the monetary 
institutions to such a marked extent.” 

The reporter, in referring to the 
question, all-important at present in 
the west, inquired ‘How are the crops 
in Saskatchewan?” 

“More than half the wheat was cut 
before I left the province,’’ Mr. Me- 
Craney replied, ‘and the farmers 
were not at all discouraged by the 
prospect, We expect just about as 
large a yield as last year and even 
if the early frosts have injured the 
quality, with the increased prices we 
expect fully as large monetary returns 
as last year.” 

Continuing, he stated that in the 
early days of June there was a slight 
drought in Saskatchewan and while 
this had to some extent lessened the 
yield it brought the wheat to earlier 
miturity and thus leasened the dan- 
ver .from the frost of the past few 
days. 

“When Dr. Saunders was in my 
constitueney,”’ he continued, “he said 
that this short. drought was the best 
thing that could have happened to our 
om this summer.” 

r. MecCraney was elected to the 
Federal house by acclamation in 1906 
upon the appointment of Hon. Mr. 
Lamont as attorney ge@eral of Sas- 
katchewan, His constituency is the 
old one known as Saskatchewan and 
abuts upon that of Dr. Melntyre, M, 
P., of Strathcona. 

The three principal towns in his 
riding are Prince Albert, Saskatoon 
and Battleford, By the new redistri- 
bution bill each of those will be made 
the centre of a new riding in the next 
federal. election,
